WASHINGTON 一 President 
Ford .has approved the sale to 
Peking of a computer System

Peking Releases More Charges 
Against the'Gang of Four 


HONG KONG 一 Wall posters 
in Peking mrade several new 
charges against Chiang Ching and 
her gang of four ”last week. 

One of the charges was that she 
hired a gunman to assassinate Hua 
Kuo-feng，the new chairman of 
the -Chinese Communist Party. 
According to the posters， the 
gunman was seized after he hit the 
first two of three cars in a 
Procession but missed the last one 
in which Hua was riding. Under 
questioning， the assassin Was 
reported to have confessed that he 
was acting for Chiang Ching and 
the other radicals. 

The incident was Said to have 
taken place on October 6.， Four 
Security guards were ITeportedly 
killed in the incident. 

The same night Hua called a 
meeting of the Politburo at the 
home of Yeh Chien-ying， the 
Defense Minister， When Chiang 
Ching reportedly produced a 
forged document from Chairman 
Mao that was Said to have 
designated her as his successor， 
Hua ordered her arrest.

Environmentalists 
Fight Pavilion in 
Colden Gate Park 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 卫 nviron- 
mentalists have filed an appeal to 
oppose a City Planning Depart- 
ment declaration that claims the 
proposed pavilion will not have 
adverse impact on the Colden 
Gate Park，according to the Sam 
Framcisco Progress October 31. 

The pavilion was presented to 
the city by Taipei as a Bicenten- 
nial gift. Then-mayor Joseph 
Alioto formed a San Francisco- 
Taipei Sister Cities Committee to 
see that the structure will be built 
on the east shore of Strawberry 
Hill. After the initial objection to a 
pedestrian bridge，the Recreation 
and Park Commission approved 
the project on September 16. And 
the _ Planning Department found 
the structure had no adverse 
environmental impact. 

FEour citizens，led by Raymond 
Clary，are now challenging the 
department's findings: “TI object to 
putting this thing in the park， 
Clary told Progress，it is a good 
public relations gimmick to have 
Sister cities giving gifts to one 
another， but Golden Gate Park is 
not the best place to keep putting 
things into.” 口

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Problem of Family Reunion 


The National Chinese Welfare Council attempted am 
ambitious project recently. After consulting with White 
House officials and hoping to speed up govermmental red 
tape for the reunion of Chinese Americans and their 
relatives in China，the Council conducted a_ nationwide 
Tegstration. 

JIn the registration campaign，the Council asked those 
who wished that their relatives join them In America to 
complete a form. However，their petitions must farst be 
approved by the Immigration and Naturalization Servlce 
and be on file im the American Consujlate In Hong 了 ong. 
The stated purpose of this campaign was to Present the 
names to the White 百 ouse-: 

At the begmning, we had some apprehensions about the 
Project,， We questioned the Sincerlity of a White House 
promise to deal with this type of problems in an election 
year. We did not understand why it was necessary to 
register with the Council when the American Consujlate in 
Hong Kong, the State Department, as well as.the Immigrat- 
ion and Naturalization Service had all the apProved petitions 
Since the Council had no known experience in 
dealing with the People's Republic, we also questioned how 
effective it was to have this organlZzation represent Chinese 
Americans. 

Regardless of our reservations，the Project received 
thousands of responses 位 om the_ community Council 
officials workedhard to compile the list and presented it to 
the White House. 1 

Then，not unexpectedly，we heard the negative state- 
ments fom the White House， What alet down it is for 
thousands of People im our community. 

The registration campalgn has demonstrated loud and 
clear the strong wish of Chinese Americans to reunite with 
their famjily members，We are Sad that our community had 
been given false hopes these several months. We urge 
commumnity groups never to slacken their eftorts to lobby 
for the reunion of thousands of broken and dspersed 
famallies.

The recent top-level poljlitical 
purge in mainland China took the 
world by surprise. 

In the first week of October， 
short of one month after the death 
of Chairman Mao，Premier Hua 
Kuo-feng reportedly took over the 
Party chairmaanship and ordered 
the arrest of Maos widow Chiang 
Ching and her three close follow- 
ers, namely Party Vice Chairman 
Wang Hung-wen，Vice Premier 
Chang Chun-chiao and Politburo 
Member Yao Wen-yuan. 

In these days,，millions of 
people, including prominent Party 
and _ government officials， are 
marching along the streets of 
Shanghai and Peking and other 
cities in celebration of the new 
Party chairmanship and the 
downfall of the “gang of four” 
including Maos widow Chiang 
Ching. Though the whole nation 
is caught unaware by this sudden 
turn of events in the history of the 
Chinese  _ Communist Party， 
apparently all the people are 
giving their support to the new 


chairman and at the same 
time throwing dirt at Mao's 
widow. 

VISIONARY 
Since the founding of the 


Chinese Communist regime in 
1949，under Mao's leadership the 
country  _ made remarkable 
achievements in national recon- 
struction， 百 owever，Mao was a 
visionary and an impatient leader. 
He had fears of the emergence of a 
new class of privileged elite similar 
to that in the Soviet Union 

He advocated continuous revo- 
lution”and launched the Great 
Proletarian Cultural REvolution 
in 1966. He mobilized students 
and young people to organize Red 
Cuards in a nationwide struggle 
against government and 了 Party 
bureaucrats taking the capitalist 
road.” This _ cultural revolution 
had destroyed the Party structure 
completely. When the Red 
Guard went out of control，the 
army was called upon the restrain 
them and send them to the 
countryside for re-education by 
the peasants， 

In the 10 years after 1966，new 
Party committees were recon- 
structed slowly and sporadically at 
all levels. But, 让 was not easy for

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FRENCH DIRECTOR ENCOUNTERS 
DIFFICULTIES IN HK _ FILMING

SAN FRANCISCO 一 French 
director Pierre Rissient did_ not 
realize the Problems he “was 
causing for himseljf when he 
decided to shoot his first feature- 
length film in Hong Kong， 

Although he had been told he 
could make a film cheaper there， 
such didq not prove to be the case. 

Cast afid crew difficulties can- 
celled out any benefits Rissient 
thought he'd gain by lower costs， 
One Taiwan actress，Li Hsiang， 


.walked off the set and had to be 


eventually replaced. One week of 
shooting had to be redone with 
another actress，Rissient's_ entire 
Chinese crew quit and the Hong 
Kong Press reported that the 
French director was making a film 
that was degrading to the Chinese. 

Rissient and his trouble-plagued 
filjm， "One Night Stand,” were 
recently featured at one of the San 
Francisco Film Festivals evening 
programs，The movie was not 
well- 
well-receivedby either the festival 
audience or by the majority of the 
critics， Rissient talked -to 
了 ast/West about his film and his 
difficulties in Hong Kong. 

SUICIDE 

The creative starting point for 
“One Night Stand” was the idea of 
the death or attempted suicide of a 
woman， An American translator 
of poetry (Richard Jordan) finds 
out that his Chinese ex-wife has 
tried to kill herself and is seriously 
这 in Hong Kong. He goes to Hong 
Kong and revives past memories 
and relationships. Jordan has 
affairs with two of his wife's 
friends and meets his son by his 
ex-wWife. The woman never comes 
out of a coma. She dies and the 
translator returns home， 

The character played by Jordan 
Uses Words to degrade people and 
the language in the film is raw， to 
say the least, The characters need 
to humijiate people carries over 
into his sexual relations with 


women，and many of the film 
festival audience found the 
character So' offence they could 
not stomach the film， 

While the movie is by no means 
pornographic，there is some 
expljicit sexuality， much of 这 
interracial，There is one scene 
involving a Chinese going to bed 
with a drunk American business- 
man that，according to Rissient， 
caused Some pIOblems on the set. 

SEXUAL 

“There are sexual relationships 
and this bothered some people,” 
he Says， 


“But my criticism is on the side 


of the Chinese， My Chinese 
friends in Hong Kong said to _ me， 
"We know 让 exists， but you 
shouldnt show it on the screen， 工 
made a point to show the Chinese 
characters much better than the 
whites，insists Rissient. 

Rissient's version of the Li 
Hsiang incident differs from the 
reports printed in the Hong Kong 
Press. The French director says she 
Was VeIy nervous and could not 
handle the difficultiesof the role, 
He fired her,，but then decided he 
was being too harsh and he asked 
her back. The Chinese crew used 
her in their disputes with 
Rissient and she again walked of 任 
the set，Then the director got 
another actress to play the part 
and hired a new Chinese crew, 

Rissient thought he was making 
a picture that was tough but 
accurate and he was hurt by the 
charges of racism leveled at him 
by the Chinese press， 

“The more educated and 
informed people knew 工 was 
trying to make a serious picture. I 
am a man of left-wing political 
convyictions and 工 m sad to say that 
the diffiulties came from unedu- 
cated peoples，says Rissient. 

DRAIN 
The experience was a drain 
technically， emotionally and 
physically”for Rissient. A friend， 
Taiwan critic Fred Tan (Tan Han- 


[gj 


hsang published a reportedly more 
accurate version of the Li Hsiang 
incident in a Taiwan -newspaper， 
According to Rissient，Li Hsiang 
has been quoted in the press as 
saying that Tan's article is 
accurate， Rissient and Li Hsiang 
have also patched up their differ- 
ences,， Rissient says. 

The film is in English and the 
Cantonese dialogue is not sub- 
titled. Rissient wanted the 
audience to be in thc same 
Situation as Jordan，that is，not 
understanding the language， 
Rissient， who co-authored the 
ScITeenplay with English poet 
Kenneth White，wanted the 
audience to see the film filtered 
through the point of view of the 
American translator， 

A Cantonese-speaking Person 
who saw the film at the festival 
told this writer that the Cantonese 
dialogueis as rough and explicit as 
the English.， Cantonese-speaking 
actors from New York Chinatown 
didthe dubbing for the film. 

Rissient is not a stranger to the 
Hong Kong scene. He is a well- 
known' critic and distributor in 
France and has Tepresented 
Several Chinese directors and their 
films at the Cannes Film Festival. 
Two of his recent offerings that 
received Tave ITeviews at Cannes 
were King Hus “A Touch of Zen” 
and Shu Shuan Tangs “The 
Arch,” which was also shown at 
the San Francisco Festival several 
years ago in an afternoon Pro- 
gram， 

PARIS 

“One Night Stand” opers iD 
Paris this month，bnuit dont ook 
for the film to be distributed in the 
United States. There just is Fiot the 
audience for the fm and the 
negative ， TIreviews  w 记 further 
discourage distributors. While the 
criticism that the film is racist is 
unfair，the comments about the 
lame direction are not. Although 
Rissient directed some short film 
that was acclaimed by several 
了 uropean directors and critics， 

“One Night Stand” is his first 
feature and it shows. 

The cast difficulties and the 
problems on the set has come 
acroSs in the finished product， 
There were some disputes between 
Jordan and Rissient and the actor 
has played the part inconsistently， 
Sometimes boorish and insensitive， 
other times considerate and the 
polite, ladies man. 

It was atremendous disappoint- 
ment for the festival :audience 
when a Chinese businesswoman， 
the strongest character in the film， 
decided to have an affair with 
Jordqan. The criticism is not that 让 
couldnt have happened. Rather， 
the director should have crafted 
his _ film ， better， so that the 
audience could have at least 
understood hovw it could happen. 

BETTER 

Rissient feels that he could have 
made the film “two-hundred or 
three-hundred per cent better.” 
The concept-of the film was a 
challenging one and it is sad'that 
the film does not succeed， Given 
fuller control of his actors and 
Working in a more familiar 
location，Rissient may yet make 
Serious，sensitive films，He knows 
how to Photoraph Scenes PTOperly 
with minimum camera movement 
and Superb color.

In Chinatown during the For- 
ties， it didnt take very much to 
keep us kids occupied. 

Everything we diq cost very 
little. 
We didnt have any expensive 
skateboards，We placed a small 
旨 lat piece of wood on a skate，sat 
on it，and barreled down Wash- 
ington Street. The faster we went， 
the lower our profile. Later，we 
built “T”-shaped “flyers” which 
we steered with our feet，Some 
boys preferred to ride lying on 
their stomachs. The “了 lyers”were 
very Simple to make 一 we merely 
nailed old skates to pieces of 
wood，The better models had 
brakes (a _ rubber heel nailedq to a 
piece of wood)，Later on，these 
models becamie more elaborate 
and turned into go-carts. 

Some of the kids made orange- 
crate ，Scooters 一 Orange-crates 
nailed to two-by-four Pieces of 
wood. One could either stand or 
Sit on the two-by-four. 

TRIAL RUN 

A whole gang of us would meet 
on ”Washington and 天 earney 
Streets with our motley assortment 
of skates，ironing-boardqd racers， 
go-carts，and scooters for a trial 
run.

Everytime our skates went on 
top of the sidewalk elevator metal 
lids，they would chatter loudly.

fathers basement，I noticed the 
daylight from the sidewalk “sky- 
light”(small round glass embed- 
ded in the sidewalk) momentarily 
darken while the noisy gang 
passed overhead. 

Birthdays and parties in the 
Forties were certainlynot like they 
are today. Birthday Parties 
nowadays _ turn out to be little 
ego-trips. In the old dqays, most of 
us didnt know how to throw a 
party，since there were very few 
parties. Most of them were thrown 
at the spur of the moment，with 
nothing more than “Kool-aid” and 
COOkies. 

I knew one girl (10 years old at 
the time) who decided to throw an 
impromptu birthday party，and 
all the neighborhood kids ran to 
her house. After one look at the 
hungry bunch， her mother 
exclaimed,“VWhat party? Itsnot 
even your birthday! ”and shooed 
everone out with a broom . 

POPULAR 

“Hide and Seek”was a popular 
game in Chinatown meighbor- 
hoods.“Ollie Ollie oxen freel” was 
a phrase used in liberating the 
“prisoners”in the game，Another 
version of the game was“Kick the 
Can.”I _ remember a game that 
was played on Sacramento Street 
late on night after the Chinese 
YMCA had closed for the evening. 
All the boys decided to run home 
but did not tell the boy who was 
“It .Ialways wondered how long 
the poor guy kept hanging around 
the tin can until he found out. 

Trouser pockets in the Forties 
were twice as large as todqay's 
pockets and held a lot of things. 工 
always kept my favorite “top ”in 


- my pocket. The linoleum floors in 


our apartment were all full of 
holes and dents from the “top” 
games. A skate key was part of my 
Pocket paraphenalia, Sometimes I 
would slip in a “gai-mo-yin”(Chi- 
nese shuttlecock) to bring to 
Chinese school, and at recess we d 
kick them up and down， 
“CLACKERS” 


Some boys _ would bring 


-clackers” to _ school. These were 


two small pieces of wood about 2” 
xX 5”x ”thick. They were held 
like chopsticks，and- when you 
flicked your wrist, the wood made 
a loud “clack II was never too 
sure of the purpose of the 
“clackers "，although Tve heard 
that they were probably used by 
beggars in China as  rhythm 
accompaniment to thiieir singing.

cracks on sidewalks， 

Long gone is the Crystal Plunge 
swimming pool located on Lom- 
bard near Columbus Avenue，JIn 
the early days，they didnt have 
any lockers 一 just stalls where you 
tied up your clothes in a big knot 
SO _ people wouldnt steal your 
stuff. But even so, people were stil 
losing things 一 T-shirts， towels， 
etc. One time I saw a little kid 
crying. Someone stole his bundle 
of clothes. 

The fee for the Crystal Plunge 
was about 5c，This included a 
small towel and a pair of white 
trunks. Later on, they had baskets 
SO_that the clothing could be 
checked for safekeeping. 

ABUSES 

In abig pool used by the public， 
there'sbound to be abuses, So kids 
who are too lazy to run to the 
bathroom would do it in the pool. 
My brother-in-law， 下 dq， swore 
that he saw feces rolling on the 
bottom of the pool. Tve heard of 
pee-ing in the pool 一 but turds in 
the tank?! 

Ahousehold word in the Forites 
was Chung-Mei Home. My 
mother always Said to us “You re 
going to Chung-Mei Home 过 you 
dont behave yourselfl” Maybe 
thats why our generation had 
verIy few _ juvenile delinquents. 
Weve always had visions of a 
prison-like house where the bad 
boys were sentenced to hard 
labor. 

In the old days, the participants 
of the Chinatown parades were 
mostly local _ groups， Such “as 
Chinese school marching units， 
the Cathay Band，etc. It was not 
as highly publicized as today with 
units coming as far away as Fresno 
and Ukiah . 

Chung-Mei Home participated 
in the parades during the Forites. 
了 Evervone perked up and strained 
to see when the Chung-Mei un 刘 
marched by， Most of us expected 
to ”see a straggly bunch of 
hoodlums， However， we were 
quite surprised,， as the Chung-Mei 
unit was well rehearsed and the 
smart blue and white _ uniforms 
made them the snappiest unit in 
the whole parade. 

That's the way we were in the 
Eorties.

It turns out that the Chinese 
government is very upset with the 
films on several levels. The whole 
idea of a Russian officer“charter- 
ing the border ”at the turn of the 
century ”is an anathema to the 
Chinese， They claim that the 
Czarist government ”seized 
territory `by force and pressured 
the Chinese into unjust treties 
during the 19th century，China 
Says that although their border 
patrols were not “walking” the 
borders，the Chinese army had 
always set up “posts”:in the 
bordering areas.， The Russians 
have moved boundary markers to 
Suit themselves, say the Chinese， 

China also disputes the portray- 
al of the kindness shown the Asian 
trapper by the Russian troops， 
Minority peoples in the Siberian 
regions have been persecuted by 
the Russians and have never 
cooperated with them，say the 
Chinese. The Chinese critics also 
object to Kurosawa's vivid por- 
trayal of the Chinese bandits，who 
pillage and steal women in the 
film，The Peoples Republic feels
